Fifth—Spain’s cession of the Philip- 
pines. 

Sixth—The withdrawal of the Span- 
ish troops there. 

Seventh—Payment by the United 
States of 820,000,000 for the Philip-

pines. 

Eighth—The provision for the 
‘‘open door’’ commercial policy in the 
Philippines. 


The rough draft of the treaty, which 
may be considerably changed, covers 
these proposals. It makes a long docn- 
ment, which Serator Cushman K. 
Davis, of the United States peace com- 
mission, says will be found to be one of 
the most interesting papers of its char- 
acter ever written. So completely are 
the details of the evacuation of the 
Philippines stipulated that a commis- 
sion such as arranged for the Spanish 
withdrawal from the _ West Indies will 
he unnecessary.

TREATY OF PEACE 


SCTWEEN SPAIN AND THE U, S. 
PRACTICALLY COMPLETED. 
Hist-ry of the Docament—The Spaa- 
ish Appeal to the Americans’ 
Generosity. 


Paris, Dec. 6.—The history of the 
document which will certify the pass- 
ing of the oldest colonial power in the 
world and the advent of the newest was 
epitomized by Judge Day last evening 
in 2 single sentence: ‘‘A peace treaty 
can contain anything which the victors 
put into it.’ 

The Americans had listened for hours 
with their customary patience to the 
technicalities conyoked by the Spani- 
ards with their customary shrewdnes- 
and persistence against every proposal 
making for the dismemberment of their 
empire. Darkness had come on and the 
liveried attendants moblized by the 
French authorities had placed a tiny 
lamp at thie elbow of each commis 
sioner. Senator Frye, wiese il}-con-. 
cealed contempt for diplomatic quib- 
blings excites the astonishinent of thr 
punctillious Casiillians, had stalked 
home, his patience exhausted. The 
burden of the Spanish arguments wa: 
that matters outside the bere cession 
and evacuation of the conquered terri- 
tory which the Americans proposed to 
cover by the treaty were beyond the 
legitimate and customary scope of a 
peace treaty. Behind this bulwark 
Seuor Montero Rios, president of ch: 
Spanish commission, fortified himself, 
bombarding his opporents with a sup- 
ply of arguments and precedents which 
inspired the freely expressed admiration 
of the Americans. Finally, Judge Day 
summarizea the American position in 
the foregoing memorable utterance. It 
wes given und taken in good spirit, 
and frum that moment the proceedings 
were entirely friendly. 

The session accomplished much. 
Eight open questions were canvassed, 
seven being practically settled without 
noteworthy friction. The commission 
ers decline to say what conclusion was 
reached, but the bargain for a coaling 
station in the Carolines was no 
cemented, and according to present 
prospects it is likely to fail. The tem 
per of the Americans in this matter is: 
‘“‘We made you a2 good offer for the 
island, you may take it or leave it.’’ 
The Spaniards seem disposed to leave 
it. The Americans do not regard it us 
a price which they can demand as one 
of the natural fruits of the war, whil« 
the whole policy of the Spaniards is ic 
confine the negotiations as narrowly as 
possible to the letter of the protoco) 
signed in Washington and to exclude 
all extraneous miatters.: The result o! 
this policy may be the leaving of many 
details involved in the change of sov 
ereignity over the various possession: 
to settlement by the regular diplomatic 
processs when normal relations betwee: 
the two countries have been resumed. 

The Spanish commissioners insisted 
at the previous meeting that the settle- 
ment of the status of the Spaniards wh« 
remain in the colonies was a probieu 
so closely akin to cession that it coul 
uot be logically separated from th: 
latter, but should be considered next t« 
the question of a cession and befor 
such matters as coaling stations anc 
religious toleration. They appealed tc 
the Americans having gained all th: 
great points, to be generous ca th 
ininor ones. Accordingly the Ameri 
can commissioners, as was fore. 
shadowed by the correspondent o! 
the Associated Press. were conciliatory 
on the order of proceedure as to the 
status of Spaniards remaiving in thx 
lost colonies. 

The Spanish commissioners continue 
fighting with tooth and nail to procur 
every possible pecuniary and otber con 
cession The Americans had alread; 
promised to guarantee the return oi 
Spanish prisoners in the hands of the 
Filipinos. Today Senor Moatero Rios 
proposed that the United States should 
pay the expense of shipping them te 
Spain, arguing with his customary in 
gennity, that this was a duty of the 
Americans as a matter of course. The 
American commissioners thought the 
request unreasonable and a good deal 
of time was consumed in discussing thé 
question. Another problem entailing 
3 long debate was the disposition to be 
made of the Spanish munitions of war 
in a number of military posts outside 
Manila, which the Americans have not 
captured. The Spanish commissioners 
contended that Spain should be per- 
mitted to ship such munitions home. 
The Americans replied that as the 
United States had conquered the Philip- 
pines, these munitions were spoils of 
war. The Spaniards finally waived 
their quibble. They appear resigned to 
the inevitable and now szem to realize 
that their best policy is to save as much 
of the wreck as their keenness in rais- 
ing technicalities can seeure for them. 

The question of the status of the 
Spaniards in the West Indies and the 
Philippines, who wish to remain there 
was nearly settled, as sell as certain 
commercial questions, involving the 
rights of shipping under the Spanish 
flag, which will be allowed advantages 

Madrid, Dec. 6.—The Correspend- 
encia, a semi-official paper, says the 
American commissioners insist upon 
the discussion of matters which are not 
connected with the treaty of peace, 
namely extradition, commercial and 
literary conventions. The Spanish gov- 
ernment is unable to yield and is de- 
termined that these matrers be dis- 
cussed between the cabinets of Madrid 
and Washington. The paper further 
remarks: ‘‘The Americans are seeking 
to profit by their victory in order to im-

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CARRYING FIRE ARMS. 


The frequency of death and the - large 
number of accidents which happen every 
year through carelessness in handling fire 
‘arms,has been more than once referred to 
Main Street. | in the Canadian press of late: and not 
| without good reason. Last week a young 
man of Moose Jaw was fined $10.00 and 
| costs for carelessly pointing an unloaded 
| revolver at a number of others, and we 
have been informed on guod authority 
that if the law in regard to the carrying 
of firearms was rigidly enforced there 
would be a number of such cases come 
up for hearing. The fact of the matter 
is that the practice of carrying fire arms 
is becoming altogether too common, and 
that a large number of accidents are at- 
tributable to this practice cannot be 
gainsaid. The Canadian law makershave 
made ample provision for the protection 
of the public in this respect, and we are 
of the opinion that if the people were 
more familiar with the Criminal Code, 
there would be fewer accidents happen 
through the “unloaded” gun or rifle. At 
any rate a perusal of the sections relating 
to this matter will be interesting and in- 
structive. 

Section 99 of the Criminal Code pro- 
vides : Every one isguilty ofan indictible 
offence and liable to imprisonment for 
life who wilfully causes, by any explosive 
substance, an explosion of a nature likely 
to endanger life or cause serious injury 
to property, whether any injury to person 
or not. 

Section 105 says : Every one is guilty 
of an offence and liable on summary con- 
viction to a penalty not exceeding twenty- 
tive dollars and not less than five dollers, 
or toimprisonment for one month, who, 
not being a justice or a public officer, or 
a soldier, sailor or volunteer in Her 
Majesty's service, on duty, or a constable 
or other peace officer, and not having a 
certificate of exemption from the opera- 
tion of this section as hereinafter provid- 
ed for, and not having at the time reason- 
able cause to fear an assault or other in- 
jury to his person, family or property, has 
upon his person a pistol or air-gun else- 
where than in his own dwelling-house, 
shop, warehouse or counting-house. Sub- 
section 2 says: If sufficient cause be 
shown upon oath to the satisfactton of 
any justice, he may grant to any appli- 
cant therefor not under the age of sixteen 
years and as to whose discretion and good 
character he is satisfied by evidence upon 
oath, a certificate of exemption from the 
operation of this section for such a period, 
not exceeding twelve months, as he 
deems fit. 

Section 106 says : Every one is guilty 
of an offence and liable on summary con- 
viction to a penalty not exceeding fifty 
dollars, who sells or givesany pistol or 
air-gun, or any ammunition therefor, to a 
minor under the age of sixteen years, un- 
less he establishes to the satisfaction of 
the justice before whom he is charged 
that he used reasonable diligence in en- 
deavoring to ascertain the age of the 
minor before making such sale or gift, 
and that he had good reason to believe 
that such minor was not under the age of 
sixteen. 

Section 109 says : Every one who, with- 
out lawful excuse, points at another per- 
son any firearm or air-gun, whether load- 
ed or unloaded, is guilty of an offence and 
liable on summary conviction before two 
justices of the peace toa penalty not ex- 
ceeding one hundred dollars and not less 
than ten dollars, or to imprisonment for 
any term not exceeding thirty days, with- 
or without hard labor. 

Section 110 says : Every one who carries 
about his person any bowieknife, dagger, 
dirk, metal knuckles, skull cracker, slung 
shot, or other offensive weapon of a like 
character, or secretly carries about his 
person any instrument loaded at the end,

A COTTAGE 

MOOSE JAW. 

Within the past few years the town and 
district of Moose Jaw has been steadily 
forging ahead. The return of prosperity 
brought new life to the people and in- 
creased confidence in the future. As the 
town progresses our requirements in- 
crease, and it is our duty as a community 
to keep up with these requirements as 
far as possible. 

One of the many institutions which go 
to make the hardships of life easier to be 
borne is the Cottage Hospital. That an 
institution of this nature has been for the 
past few years,and is still urgently needed 
in Moose Jaw seems to be generally ad- 
mitted. At present if a resident of the 
town or asettler of the district is un- 
fortunate enough to get disabled or is 
taken ill, he has to travel 250 miles west 
to Medicine Hat or a greater distance 
east to Brandon or Winnipeg, before he 
can secure that accommodation the 
hospital alone can give. This is too great 
a distance for an unfortunate man or 
woman to go; and when we consider 
that these institutions are now crowded 
to their doors and the large number of 
our people who have been treated at 
them during past years, and also the al- 
most equally large number who would 
have been sent to the hospital had it 
been possible, we think that the time has 
arrived for the establishment of a Cot- 
tage Hospital in Moose Jaw. 

Owing to the long distances to be 
travelled and the scattered condition of 
our population, it is exceedingly difficult 
in many cases to secure proper medical at- 
tendance. The patient cannot very well 
be brought to town, for there is very 
often no suitable place to bring them to, 
and even if they are brought to town 
competent nurses are very scarce and 
those who are engaged in that calling 
have more that they can do. 

It has been said that “peace has its 
heroes no less than war.” This is 
especially true in regard to the pioneer 
mothers of our. new country, who are 
among the heroines of the nation. The 


the habits, the aspirations and the prin- 
ciples of the people for several genera- 
tions to follow. A despondent mother 
numbs the courage and energy of her 
boys and girls. The unspoken fear of 
‘approaching the gate that swings both 
ways—into new life or into death—with- 
out competent skilled help has clouded 
-many a life and happy home not a 
thousand miles from Moose Jaw. We 
have known cases where trained help was 
needed but could not be got; where 
parties have gone to the expense of rent- 
ing a house in town and then could not 
receive the necessary assistance for love 
or money. 

It is the duty of the community to make 
life as easy as possible for its individual ! 
members. Nothing that can be done 
should be left undone. Steps should at 
once be taken to establish a Cottage 
Hospital at Moose Jaw. It is not aluxury;

If we are not strong enough to protect 
ourselves from insult, let our ally help 
to defend us. The truth is, ’’ he went 
on angrily, **we are not governed. We 
are simply jockeyed. To let things 
alone is the supreme art of governivg 
in France today. The instant you 
speak above a whisper it is as though 
you had thrown a stone among a lot of 
ducks. Our vir lity is only dormant, 
not exhausted. The people will awaken 
some day. It is unfortunate that we 
have to submit to one insult after an- 
other for the moment because each en- 
forced abacement reduces the people's 
contid’nce in i‘s*lf. Unhappily France 
has already been unsettled, demoralized 
aud disturbed enough. Still a foreign 
danger might prove the requisite signal 
for rallying around one common point. 
France would be united before any foe. 
A declaration of war would be the knell 
to all internal troubles.

MADE HIMSELF A PAUPER. 
Sat by His Ready Wit Four Hundred 
Lives Were Saved. 

It isa beautiful story told by Lafcadio 
Hearn of an old man whose great deed be- 
longs to Japanese history He was Ham 
aguchi, and his farmhouse stood cn the 
verge of a simmall plateau overlocking the 
bay. The platenu. mostly devoted to rice 
culture, Was hem:icd in on three sides hy 
thickly wooded summits, and from the 


| outer verge the land sloped dewn to the 


sea. Below were 90 thatched dwellings 
and atemple. These composed the village. 

One autumn evening Hamaguchi Gchei 
was looking down from his balcony on 


in the hamlet below. All the villagers 
were out, and he would have gone with 
them had he not been feeling less strong 
than usual 

Suddenly there came an earthquake 
shock, not a very strong one, but fHamo- 
guchi, who had felt many before this, 
thought there was something odd in its 
long, spongy motion. As the quaking 
ceased, he chanced to look toward the sca, 
and there he saw the strangest possible 
sight. It seemed to be running away from 
tho land. 

Apparently the whole village had no 
ticed it, for the people stood still in won- 
derment. Only Hamaguchi drew any con- 
clusions from the phenomenon and guessed 
what the sea would do next. He called 
his little grandson, a lad of 10, the only 
one of the family left with him. 

“Tada! Quick! Light me a torch!’ 

The child kindled a pine torch, and the 
old man hurried with it to tho fields, 
where hundreds of rice stacks stood ready 
for transportation. One by one he lighted

And still the sea was fleecing toward the 
horizon The first party of succor arrived, 
a score of agile young peasants, who want- 
ed to attack the fire at once, but Hama- 
guchi, stretching out both his arms, stop- 
ped them 

‘*Let it burn, lads!” he commandcd. 
‘*Letit be [want tho whole village hero.’ 

The whole village came, mothers and 
children last of all, drawn by concern and 
curiosity. 

“Grandfather is mad. Iam afraid of 
him,”’ sobbed little Tada. ‘‘ He sct fire to 
the rice on purpose. I saw him do it.” 

“As for the rice,”” said Hamaguchi 
‘the child tells the truth. 1 set fire to it.

THE SPONGE. 
{it {s Declared ta Be an Animal. Not @ 
Plant. 


The average person if questioned would 
probably answer that the sponge is a sort 
of marine plant. This isanerror The 
sponges are animals—this fact admits of 
no doubt, according to the fameus Carm- 
bridge congress of zoologists. ‘The sponge 
of commerce, as everybody knows, grows 
rooted and fixed to the ocean bed This 
fact alone has suggested that it must be a 
plant, for the popular idea of an animal! is 
that it moves about But corals and sea 
anemones, not to speak of the living ani- 
mal colonies called zoophytes that grow in 
festconed masses on shells or bud forth 
like fir trees in miniature on stones, are all 
animals, though they masquerade in tho 
verisimilitude of the plant world 

‘The sponge we use in our houses- is the 
dried horny skeleton of the living animal 
There are some sponges—for the family is 
a big one—that have no skeleton at all 
There are others that develop hard parts, 
composed of lime, and others again that 
niake a support of flint, and in the fossil 
record these living and flinty sponges are 
comnmon encugh 

The living parts of all sponges consist 
of masses of protoplasm, and it is not at 
all an unreasonable conception of any 
sponge toe regard it as a colony of such 
masses united together and by their co- 
operation carrying on all -the vital work 
that aprertains to the sosiety 

The puzzle abont the sponges has arisen 
iu connection with their place in the zoo 
logical scale Two opinions have been ex- 
pressed about them. The first holds that 
they are colonies of the lowest forms of 
animal life, and if this opinion be deemed 
worthy of acceptance then our spenges 
wiil be set down among that collection of 
animal groundlings known to science as 
the protozoa 

Here are grouped all the lowest animal 
organisms, including the chalk animal- 
cules, the amoeba animalcules and the 
like, and the sponge in this view of things 
isa kind of compound amaba- = This last 
isan animalcule always on the move, its 
body composed of a speck of living matter 
thet flows from one shape to another as it 
moves through the world it finds in a wa 
ter drop 


A LONG LIVED RACE. 


Some Remarknble Facts Abort the 
Hebrews—Their Longevity. 

Probably few persons outside statistical 
circles ure aware of the fact that the Jews 
are considtrably longer lived than any 
other civilized race 

Of 100,600 Hebrews born on the sa:ne 
day there will be 50,684 rhales and 49,316 
fernales. At the end of the first year the 
100,009 Jewish infants will have estab- 
lished in a most remarkable way their su- 
periority. in point of vitality, for only 
$,091 will havo died, as compared with 
14,192 in the English experience and 16,- 
706 Americans. 

Striking as this difference is, it will be 
found to be practically maintained 
throughout the later stages of life. At the 
end of five years only 13,844 Jewish chil- 
dren out of the 100,000 will have died, 
while out of a similar number of English 
children 24,679 will have joined the great 
majority, and America will still keep her 
bad pre-eminence with. 26,912 angels 

Making a Jeap to niddle age, the deaths 
at 50 years of age will’ havo been 26,519 
Jews, as compared with 49,079 English, 
and at age 65 the mortality returns will

But the full force of the comparison is 
hardly seen until the point of extreme old 
age is reached. At 85 years no fewer than 
25,135 of our 100,000 Jews will be still 
living. while the survivors of the English 
band will be a meager 5,566 

Besides the curious reversal of the usual 
proportion of mates and females, there is 
another unique feature in the Jewish sta- 
tistics. ‘The general experience is that the 
average duration of life is higher with the 
female than with the male The opposite 
is the case with the Jews. Of the 25,135 
Jewish survivors at the age of 85 thero 
will be 16,225 men and only 8,910 women, 
a percentage of 64.60 males and 35.40 fe- 
males. The English experience shows that 
at that age 59.60 per cent of the survivals 
witli be females and 40.10 males.—New 
York Commercial Advertiser
